Polk, as well as important and brilliant milita 
services which he recounts. Although comi 
from a respectable source, and professing to 
close transactions of much historic interest, Gen. 
Pillow's revelations affected gravely the official 
l of some of our most exalted citizens,

In pUcin-r mvself before the counrry «8 a can 

for United State* Senator I feel that it i- 
imnroper Rtf me briefly to refer to the motives 
ich MM promoted my course, and to state the 
principles by which I shall be governed if honor 
ed with vour confidence. 

It is known to you that I have not heretofore 
•ouzht political honors That I have actively 
part cipate.1 in all the great political struggles 
thr >ui;h which the c "iitfrv his pi?sed for mam 
■MM '* Mt unknown to the Democracy of my 
immediate neighborhood; but my participation 
has been that of a soldier in the ranks neither 
asking nor receiving any shire in the fruits of 

Incidental to the humble part I hare perform 
ed was an active participation in the nomination 
of Mr Polk, and the struggle which resulted in 
placing him in the Presidential chair. That event 
was followed by the war with Mexico The part 
I bore in that war is known to the country. AH 
that I have to sav of those services is that I tried 
to perform mv duty in the difficult and trying po 
sitions in which I was placed To the brave sons 
of Tennessee of my command I appeal as wit 
of mv kindness and attention to their 
amidst the diseases of a pestilential cli 
and the hardships of a camp Mb To the 
i of General Scott, mv immediate and onlv 
in the army with which 1 fought. I refer 
for the manner iu which I bore myself in com 
mand, ana sustained the honor of Tennessee upon 
the many battlefields of Mexico. General Scott 
was under no suspicion of partiality for me; and 
I may therefore, without indelicacy, refer to his 
reports for my bearing upon those fields which 
have reflected so much honor upon our country 
By them fam willing to be judged. 

While I woj thus engaged in a foreign war, 
endeavoring to maintain the right and defending 
the honor of the countrv, a malignant party press 
at home was perpetually pouring its volumes of 
abuse and calumny upon me All that ridicule, 
falsehood, and calumny could do to destroy my 
reputation was done. My only answer to these 
assaults was the blows I gave the enemy in front 
I felt that in vindicating my reputation as a sol 
dier with my sword I best answered the "fire of 
the enemy in the rear." 

The close of the brilliant campaign which re 
suited in the capture of the enemy's capital found 
me "cut down " 

In a few dars afterwards, and while prostrate 
upon | bed from which I did not rise for manv 
months, I was arrested A sword which I had 
not dishonored was wrested from my side, my 
personal staff was dismembered, and mv gallant 
division, which had cut its way into the citv at a 
loss of nearly two-thirds of its members, was 
taken from ray command and ordered to remote 
and interior positions in Mexico. I was confined 
* prisoner in the city of Mexico for ninety days, 
and until released by order of the Presideut of 
the United States 

A long investigation of the charges preferred 
against me resulted in the triumphant vindi*; 
tion of my reputation, and in overwhelming mv 
enemies and persecutors with shame and false 
hood. 

Bu» there is a mvstery. a secret history in the 
motives of those who thus thought to destroy my 
character, and to strip me of the humble honor 
of services which cost me so much suffering, 
which has never yet been understood by the 
country That mystery I now propose to re 
move. 

It is due to my own reputation, to the memory 
of the great and patriotic statesman who was 
then Chief Magistrate of the nation, and to the 
truth of history, that the veil which has now for 
ten ye irs concealed the truth from the public 
■houid be lifted. 

Iu appointing a mission to travel with the ar- 
my and treat lor peace, (if an opportunity should 
offer,) the grade of diplomatic duty to be per 
formed, and the emoluments thereto attached, 
made it impossible for the President to find a 
statesman who would accept the place. The man 
•elected for that position was Mr. N. P. Trist. 
But, either distrusting his ability, or judgment, or 
prudence, or all these, President Polk was not 
satisfied to place the honor of the country and his 
Administration in his hands alone. 

By his confidential letters, now in my posses 
sion, he so far associated myself with Mr. Trist 
as to place me in semi official relations with him 
as commissioner The duty was enjoined upon 
Mr. Trwt of taking me into all his conferences 
and to consult me in all his negotiations. The 
duty mm imposed upon me as a patriot and the 
cVvnteo friend of the President to guard and pro 
tect the honor of the country and of his Adminis 
trat.on BJMMI anv an I ever* thing which I 
thoncrht would tarnish ihe one or the other It 
will Mm be seen that, while Mr. IVist was the 
ostensible commissioner, I was. in fact, the confi 
dential officerof theGovetnment upon whom the 
President relied to guard and protect the honor 
of the country in the important negotiations in 
▼ol vine 'he peace of the country. 

When I reached the headquarters of the army 
•t Puet.l i I was invited to a conference with Mr 
Trist On my arrival at bis quarters [ f., u „d Gen 
Scott there. Mr Trist informed me that he had 
opened negotiations with Sanu Anna, and had 
pretty well agreed upon the preliminaries of ne 
gotiations for peace. By these terms Santa Anna 
was to be paid cash iu hand as earnest monev 
$10,000, and our army was to march to the valley 
of Mexico and fight a battle before the city, if 
we toon, an armistice was to be granted and com 
miteioner* appointed to treat for peace. Wher 
peace should be concluded Santa Anna was to re 
ccive one million of dollars more. 

Mr. Trist further informed me that these terms 
bad been agreed to; but it was an open Questiou 
whether Sanu Anna or Gen Scott (after the bat 
tie was fought) should take the initiative and 
•end the flag of rruce, preparatory to the armis 
tice, Santa Anna insisted that Gen. Scott should 
•end the lug, but Gen Scott insisting, if he won 
the battle, Sanu Anna should do so. He further 
•aid Gen t Scott had furnished him the money, 
and that he had paid the $10,000 required to be 
paid in advance, and that Gen. Scott had the 
means in the disbursing department of the army, 
or could raise the means, of paying the million "to 
be paid at the conclusion of the negotiations He 
also said he had invited me to the conference in 
pursuance of the order of the Presideut, and de- 
aired my approval of the terms. 

1 asked Mr. Trist if there was any law author- 
ising such a Me of the public money 7 He re 
piled Ultra »as cot I then uked him if the

could do. 

Regarding this as an improper use of the pub 
lie money, and as a bribe to the commander of 
the enemy's forces, and as dishonoring the Gov 
ernment and disgraceful to our army, I at once 
protested against the whole matter. 

Gen. Scott justified and defended the measure, 
both upon the score of morals and as to the usage 
of Governments. He said we were not corrupting 
SanU Anna; for the fact that ne was found in the 
market asking a bribe was proof that be was 
ready corrupted. 

In regard to the practice of Governmentt. he 
said it was a usage of Governments to effect their 
purposes, when necessary, by mouey, and that our 
Government had sanctioned the practice. He 
said the presents made by it to the chiefs of In 
dian tribes, and to the Barbary Powers, were 
nothing but bribes. He further said that, in the 
settlement of the Northeastern boundary ques 
tion, $500,000 bad been used — no one knows 
how, but the officers of the Government, unless 
it was used to bribe the Maine press. He men 
tioned other instances in which the Govern 
ment had expended large sums of money in this 
way. 

Finding General Scott clear as to the right of 
the measure, aud earnest in his co operation with 
Mr. Trist, and not being familiar mvself with the 
usages of other Governments, nor the practice of 
our own, I doubted what I ought to do; and, in 
deference to his wishes and judgment, suspended 
my opposition until a day's reflection had con 
firmed my opinion of duty to my country. On 
the night after the conference took place General 
Scott called a council of general officers, to 
whom he made known what had been done in the 
way of negotiation, and to whom he expressed 
subsuntially the views and opinions above de 
Uiled. 

Being satisfied, after reflection, that my first 
impressions were right, I went next day to Gen 
Scott and Mr. Trist, and protested so earnestly 
against the whole matter that they both said I 
was right, and that they would abandon the nego 
nation. I then thought they were sincere in their 
purpose to abandon it and all idea of 
thus obtained. 

In a few days afterwards the army 
the march for the valley of Mexico 

We reached the valiey, had fought the battle 
of Contreras and Churubusco. (a continuous fiiht 
that l isted nearly two days.) when at last every 
portion of the field was won bv the indomiuble 
valor of the American armv; and whilst pursuing 
the enemy at the head of the armv, and almost 
within thegatesof the city. I received Gen. Scott's 
order to halt the army and fall back to his position, 
when I learned from him that it was his purpose to 
grant an armistice. 

The enemy had sent no flag of truce, nor had 
he asked an armistice. I at once told Gen. Seott 
that the city was in his power, that I thought he 
ought to uke it, provide for the wants of his ar 
my, and then grant an armistice if the enemy de- 
ired it. 

Gen Scott replied that his purpose was settled, 
and gave orders for the disposition of the armv 
lor the night then approaching. 

Next day I went to Gen. Scott's headq-i irter*. 
taking Gen. Worth with me. and we both ear 
neatly protested against the armistice, bet to no 
purpose. 

Still not satisfied, the sime day I addressed a 
written remonstrance to Gen. Scott, which I sent 
by Gen. Pierce, still more earnestly protesting 
against this armistice, as likely greatly to en 
danger the safety of the army in future opera 
tions. But all my efforts were of no avail. I 
Wat now satisfied that Gen. Scott was acting un 
der the influence and wishes of Mr. Trist, and 
that he was carrying into effect the Puebla nego 
tiations; that in doing so, if we got peace, it 
would be at the cost of the honor of the army and 
of the Government of the country; that if we" got 
no peace Sanu Anna would avail himself of the 
armistice to recruit his beaten and disorganized 
army, to complete his defensive works, and to re- 
move his heavy artillery from the front we had 
turned to the front we were assailing; and that, 
in the event of SanU Anna's bad faith in this 
negotiation, we were giving up all the advantages 
gained by the battles of Contreras and Churubusco 
(which had cost us the blood of 1,050 men) with 
out anything in return, and without any guaranty 
of the enemy's good faith. 

Entertaining these views of the object and effect 
of the armistice, and the purposes of Mr. Trist, 
and finding that I could do nothing to prevent the 
consummation of measures so disreputable to the 
Government, I at once wrote to President Polk, 
giving him a full account of the negotiations and 
the steps adopted towards its fulfillment Upon 
the reception of this information the President 
promptly recalled Mr. Trist. withdrew from him 
all authority to act as commissioner, and direct 
ed Gen. Scott to tend him back to the United 
States. 

The recall, however, was not received until 
Gen Scott had resumed offensive operations and 
the army had entered the city of Mexico. 

The armistice lasted fifteen days, during which 
time Santa Anna had completed his defenses, had 
removed his heavy artillery from El Pinon and 
Mexiealzingo, and had reorganized and recruited 
hie army, and had 25,000 fighting men in the field, 
and then he announced that the armistice was at 
an end. And in the after operations of the army 
—made necessary by the armistice, and by giving 
up all the advanUges gained by the first two 
bloody battles — we lost in killed and wounded 
1,672 men; so that the army had to atone for 
the error of its Commander-in-Chief, acting un- 
der the influence of the Government commis- 
sioner, with the blood of many of its bravest 
men. 

Up to this time Gen. Scott had 
otherwise than just and kind to me. 

At Vera Cruz he had selected me to lead the 
storming column of volunteer forces in the con- 
templated assault upon that city. He afterwards 
appointed me a commissioner over the heads of 
my then superiors in rank, to fix upon the terms 
ol it* capitulation . He had selected me to at 
uck in front the strongly fortified field of Cerro 
Gordo, while with the main force ol the army he 
turned the enemy's left 

Finding his army so much crippled by the oper- 
ations at Vera Crux and the battle of Cerro Gordo 
that he could not advance upon the city of Mexi 
co, he sent me to the United States, under sick 
leave of absence, but in fact to procure from the 
President an order to reinforce his command by 
the new troops previously ordered to Gen. Tay 
It's line of operations; which duty being per 
formed I returned and overtook the armv. and 
assumed the command of mv division at Puebla 
He placed me in command of the advance of 
the army in movements that led to the battles of 
Contreras and Churubusco. In the midst of this 
last, long continued, and bloody battle, he sent 
his life guard (commanded by Cant. Kearney) to 
me for duty, thus leaving himself at Coyo'acan 
wiihout even a life-guard.

iag with you, been anxious, from a high opinion 
of your head and heart, your intelligence, honor, 
aeal, and valor, to win your esteem and confi 
dence on any terms consistent with justice and 
honor." 

I refer to these high official testimonials 
Gen. Scott, not in a vain glorious spirit, but to 
show how strong an influence must have been 
brought to bear upon his mind to have induced 
him (before the ink with which his official re 
poru were written was dry) to have treated with 
such harshness and injustice an officer, of whose 
d just spoken in his reports in terms 
approbation, and whose "confidence 
and esteem he was anxious to win upon anv 
terms consistent with honor and justice." That in 
fluence was the misrepresentations of Mr Trist, 
who, availing himself of Gen. Scott's known jea 
ousy of command, and of mv opposition to the 
armistice, coupled with the letter written from 
the army condemnatory of tne armistice and 
laudatory of myself, inflamed Gen Scott's feel 
ings, and so maddened his sense of justice as to 
blind him in all his after conduct. 

Mr. Trist's object was revenge upon the n.-.. 
who had caused his recall, and to disgrace and 
discredit the only man who had a knowledge of 
his corrupt negotiations. He knew 1 h .d written 
to President Polk, (for I had shown him the let 
ter.) but Gen. Scott did not. He knew that to 
accomplish his purpose he must control Gen 
Scott's moral power and influence in the armv. 

Gen. Scott never suspected his real purpose 
The armistice had greatly affected the confidence 
and feelings of the army towards Gen Scott, 
while my opposition to it, being known through- 
out the army, had tended to induce an over-es- 
timate of my services. 

This was seen by Gen Scott i n the manv le' - 
ters written from the army to the home press, and 
his sensitiveness on this point mav be seen iu the 
issuance of his offensive general order, ii.ten.le i 
to disgrace Gen Worth an.i mvself. upon the »> .re 
suspicion that we had written such kttera. It was 
this order that led to the arrest of Gen W,.rth 
and Col. Duncan; and, though he arrested me 
under a different pretext, his nvtin charge was 
that 1 also had written similar letters. 

Under these circumstances, Mr Trist found ll 
an easy matterto induce Gen. Scott to believe I 
was endeavoring to supplant him iu ihe confi- 
dence and affections ol the armv, and to strip 
him ot the honor to which he was'eniitl-d as it- 
commanJer That lie did so believe is manifest 
from his charges against me. 

Hence the blindness with which he rushed int.. 
the extremes of injustice and wrong towards nn-. 
which proved ho fatal to his own reputation for 
justice towards his subordinates in command, MM 
which had well nigh ruined the humble individu 
al who now addresses yon. 

It will be seen from this narrative of events 
that all my tr'uls and persecution"; all the false 
hoods and calumnies heaped upon me in con-e 
quence of my rupture wi ll Gen. Scott; all the 
blackening and delamatorv charges bv which h- 
sought to strip me of the humble honor of nn sei 
vices, and to di-grace me as a man of honor; all 
the poison infused into the mind of the nation In 
the partv press; that all this o doqi.v was beeped 
upon me because 1 earnestly protested ngain-t 
the con-up- Puebla negotiations, and the armis 
■Mj (a part of it,) which cost the armv the live- 
of so many brave men, an 1 because I nude ku «k 
to the President, as I was in sMNW bound to do 
the existence of these disgraceful pr.ceedmgs. 

Hence it will be seen tint instead .if bavin: 
caused the rupture between the President and 
Gen. Scott and Mr. Trist, from an officious and 
intermeddling disposition, as I was charged la 
lave done, I was engaged in a sacred duty to mv 
country in all that I did. And, though I was so 
greatly wronged by the press and bv public opin 
ion, such were my confidential relations to the 
Government aud to this mission that. I could 
neither expose the motives of those who sought 
to destroy me nor the sense of duty which con 
trolled my conduct. 

In my defense of the charges against me I was 
compelled to confine myself to the charges them 
selves, trusting to the future for the vindication 
of my motives, and the fidelity with which I met 
the responsibilties of my position as the confiden 
tial officer of the Government. 

The best friends I had in the army did all thev 
could to induce me to acquiesce in Gen. Scott's 
refusal to prosecute the charges against me. But 
conscious of my innocence, and having been ac 
tuated by a high sense of duty to my country, I 
demanded an investigation of the charges, and an 
order from the court compelling him to prosecute 
them or publicly to admit that they were false. I 
chose to brave all the consequences rather than 
submit to be thus calumniated or violate the con- 
fidence reposed in me by my Government. 

In all this I claim to have done but my dutv; 
but the time has now arrived when I think Ihe 
relatiou I bore to the Government and to this mis 
sion should be made known, that my conduct may- 
be understood and my motives appreciated. 

I now appear before the people of Tennessee 
and ask their verdict upon these facU I appeal 
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to them for justice; and I state the 
of these confidential services 
neither the purposes of justice 
require them longer to be wi 
lie. I could not state them earlier, 
with my sense of duty. 

The facts, substantially as above given, will be 
found the sworn testimony of himself and other 
general officers, in the archives at Washington, 
taken bv order of the then President of the United 
States. 

The great man whose sleepless anxiety for the 
honor and welfare of the countrv imposed upon 
me these trying duties has passed away, but not 
so the impress of his mind and the imperishable 
achievements of his administration. These arc 
seen in the glory of our arms, in the countless 
millions of gold with which our Pacific steamer? 
are freighted, and in the rapid marchof civilization 
and freedom to the disUnt shores of the Pacific 
Had he lived this appeal to my countrymen to re 
move from my name the reproach implied by 
their apparent neglect would never have been 
necessary. He would long since have made 
known my services aud the motives which actual 
ed ray conduct. 

In regard to the course of conduct I shall adopt 
if honored with vour confidence, I have only to 
say that I think I have given proof MtJOffc ol 
love of country to satisfy you that I will never 
intentionally prove lailhiess to the trust tepo-ed 
in me. 

Upon the grent question which now threatens 
the Union of the States, I declare my attachment 
to the Union to be second only to the rguu se 
cured by the Constitution to the States. 

Upon this question I have no further conces 
sions to grant, no more compromises to make. I 
consider the South as already driven to the wall. 
Further she ought not, cannot, shall not retreat, 
with my concurrence.

ng Oaneral at all timee. and frequently having a 

'seat at his private Uble, accumulated materials 
lor defaming bis confi ling commauding officer in 
confidential letters to his old compmiou iu a law 
office, then the Pi esident ol the United States, 
and now reveals this astonishing fact, and claims 
from the people of his State a high office us a te 
ward for his secret service in that capacity. Who 
does not see the shockiug state of things thus 
disclosed, and disclosed, too, by the very mm 
who occupied so degrading a position? What 
officer of the American array, of any proper sell- 
respect, would perron himself t# be made such an 
instrument? What would a due sense of oelic.i 
M and honor have prompted a gentleman to do on 
finding himself appealed to for so dishonorable 
a service? Undoubtedly he would have thrown 
back the President's appeal with scorn, or he 
would at least have laid the whole matter before 
the Commau ting General, and profess to act onlv 
with his lull knowledge. But Gen. Pillow ac 
cepted the degrading positiou tendered him by 
the President, aud now claims credit lor his ser- 
vices as ' the confidential officer" whose public- 
position gave him access to the presence of his 
Commanding General.

Scott did not profess to advocate such pro 
MMMJIJ in general, an I declared that in the pres- 
ent case it was f< r Mr. Trist him-ell to determine 
what he might think expedient; but that if Mr 
Trist decided upon the employment of monev 
as proposed, he, (Gen. Scott.) would assist him in 
obtaining it, and would defend his motives in the 
use of it. 

The first officer who made a remark upon the 
subject, after Gen Scott's statement, was Gen. 
Twiggs, who pleasantly said that if gentlemen in 
the city of Mexico proposed to be bribed he 
saw no reason why thev should not be accommo 
dated.

"Gen Quitman did not like" the' payment ot 
money secretly m A bribe, and thought that our 
people at home might not or would not approve 
>f it; but he expressed himself very decidedly iu 
approval of the motive) which induced the meas 
ure, and pledged himself to defend those mo- 
"ves." 

"Gen. Shields," my note proceeds, "intimited 
doubts and misgivings about the million, and said 
ihat, as he knew nothing of the proposed terms of 
I treaty, he couhl give no opinion; that he 
might perhaps dissent from the treaty itself; but 
be, too, seemed entirely willing th it the mut r 
should be disposed of by the Commissioner. NV. 
Crist, wishing apparently, as a matter of nerson- 
il friendship to Gen. S «'nt, that he should hue 
nothing to do with the dUposal of the million." 

Gen. Scott repeated that it was for Mr. Trist 
to determiue whether he could properly use 
the money, adding that he would assist him 
to the control of it If he desired it. 

By this lime a movement was made to brpii;

and Pillow, when Gen. Scott remarked that as 
the night was d irk and rainy they might as well 
remain until the next morning. Upon which 
Gen. Twiggs observed that "his division was in 
the field, and that his place was with it;" but 
Gen. Pillow allowed himself very easily to be 
persuaded to t ike a bed in Gen Scott's quarters, 
and was actually in bed the next morning when the as- 
sautt wa» made upon Contreras, which was taken 
in seventeen minutes by the watch, in accordance 
with the suggestions or plan of Gen. Smith.

Th it evening, as already stated. Gen. Smith pro 
po^ed a night movement, by which a body of 
men was to be thrown in position for a davligh- 
issanlt the next morning, from the direction ol 
some timber bevond the MaMfaa reached bv Gen 
Rilev ihe day before, and this was the plan in 
which Gen Pillow, as declared to Mr. TVisr, h id 
no confidence.

After the American army had entered the cap- 
ital and Gen. Scott had undertaken the difficult 
and delicate task of making a general report of 
the operations of the army in the valley of Mex- 
ico, for which purpose he was obliged to 
read very carefullv the reports of the vari- 
ous commanders who had respectively report 
ed upon their own operations, he fell upon the 
report of Gen. Pillow upon the taking of Contre 
ras. He could not fail to notice the absurdly and 
grossly false claim therein set up of having plan 
ed the method of assault by which that place was 
taken, having certain knowledge that the plan 
hid been proposed by Gen. Smith, under dr um 
MMM already stated. It bec.ime necessary for 
Geu Scott to assign the honor to Gen. Smith, to 
whom it was due. and thinking or hoping that 
Gen. Pillow's sense of justice needed nothing but 
• hint to induce him to modify his report, h 
wrote a private note to him. calling his attention 
to an inadvertency, by which, If unchanged, an 
injury might be done to Gen. Smith, and asked 
him to reconsider his report. To Gen. Scott's 
great surprise Gen P. declined to change his 
report, and reiterated his pretension that the bat 
tie had been fought in accordance with Ais plan 
Iu this state of things Gen. Scott determined to 
make another effort, and addressed another pri 
vate note to Gen. Pillow, and reasoned the point 
with him, urging him to so modify his report as 
not to interfere with the just claims of Gen 
Smith; and here it was that Gen. Scott, in a spirit 
of kindness and conciliation, condescended to ap 
peal to Gen. Pillow's better feelings, if he had 
any, and professed his earnest wish to maintain 
riendlv relations with him on any ternv consul 
with justice and honor, as if he had said: You 
are basely attempting to deprive Gen. Smith of 
honor> justly belonging to him. and it is mv dutv 
to see justice done to all of the officers of the 
army; as to yourself, I honor your good qualities, 
and desire to maintain friendl v relations with \.>u.

Without the system of is- 
suing notes on a specie basis we would 
not have more than one third of the trade 
we now have. All that the banks need k 
one ijreat mo her bank to hold them all in 
check and prevent the rascality which is 
often practise.] by some who are engaged 
in the business. They need a regulator 
anl the present crisis proves conclusively 
to our mind the necessity of a United 
States Bnnk. but is far from causing us for 
one in-tant to doubt the principle we have 
always held to, that banks are necessan 
in order to carry on trade and commerce 
There is not near enough currency in the 
country, including bo'.h specie and paper, 
to carry on our commerce. How then 
would it be if this currency were reduced 
two thirds? Manifestly the result would 
be to injure trade. But we do not pur 
pose entering into any argument upon th< 
subject, our only motive being to dissen 
from some of the opinions advanced in th« 
communication which we have consented 
to publish.

The Louisville J**rn«i of September the 29t»., 
in an article the caption of which is "the mone> 
crisis, its causes and remedy," contains anion? 
other admitted truths this: "It is true that we 
have built houses and hare embellished the land 
with college? and churches and humane and be 
nevolent institutions, all of which hat* made inac 
tive and for many purposes useless an immense 
amount of capital w'/ich otherwise would have been 
active and of incalculable value at this juncture," 
If the capital which was used in building the**

)me, I do not understand how it 
any which would have been 
at this juncture. It must have been paid 
to others for materials and labor. It was thus 
active by passing into other hands? The circu 
latin? medium was not diminished, but diffused 
If credit and not capital was used the borrower 
might become embarrassed, but still the money 
borrowed would, as in the case of accumulated 
capital, be in actios circulation in the country and 
at home for the use of those who had it in posses 
sion, and of others who had credit to borrow it. 
It seems to me that it was not made inactive by 
bein? used. Hoarded or inactive capital atjunc 
tures like the present may become active to the 
great relief of the community, by passing from 
i of the capitalist into the circulation ol 
There may have been "no suffi 
cient and reasonable cause for the present wide 
•pead panic and the ruin which has followed in 
its train " And it may be true that "after all. 
the great fact remains, that the currency and com 
merce of the country are intrinsically sound " 
Yet I believe we have too little of the one (me 
talic,) and too much of the other (foreign.) We 
have borrowed too much money abroad, and im 
ported too many goods. Gold and silver onh 
are the productions of the soil, and some few 
i will answer for payment. Our pa 
(b*nk promises to pay) are utterly 
And it is a well established 
fact that a paper currency usurps the place of 
gold and silver which leave the couutry to liqui 
date foreign balances against it. 

A paper currency always blinds the eyes, even 
of merchants, to the true relations of commerce 
When paper currency is abundant they impor 1 
largely and receive payment in paper as it it was 
monev. But when they have to make payment, 
the paper will not answer, and any deficit of pro 
duction has to be supplied from the vaults of the 
banks. The metal there is generally not more 
than sufficient to supply the home demand, and 
consequently when the foreign debt of the mer 
chmts is great, or of borrowers for any purposes, 
•uch as building railroads, the banks are driven 
to suspension, or they become insolvent. It it 
If better tor the country that the banks 
suspend specie payments, with the gold 
I silver in their vaults, and let the imprudent im 
I bankrupt, than to pay out and send 
out of the country the specie necessary to sustain 
the internal commerce by discounts to their cus- 
tomers in their notes ultimately redeemable; and 
to enable them to do so for a limited time when 
suspension w>ul<l forfeit their charter, the legis 
latures of the States should be convened for the 
express purpose of granting them a dispensation. 
There is no other mode of sustaining a mixed nnd 
intrinsically vicious system. All these difficul-

PATENT PLANTER & SOWER. 

THIS ia an ingenius machine, for which letters pal 
ent were granted to Mr. Horn Wili.abd in May 
last. It was exhibited during lhe last reason at several 
State Fairs, always commanding universal admiration. 
Large quantities awe now being manufactured lor use 
during the coming spring, and it Is believed that a ma- 
chine that accomplishes so great a saving of labor, most 
aioncecome into general use. It is esttecially adapted 
tor the South, and our enterprising planters will Bud it 
worthy of their attention. The machine is of aboutthe 
sice or an ordinary oert. The following description is 
from a late number of the United stmtes Journal 

" 1 o the agriculturist this ia, undoubtedly, the most 
valuable patent that has been issued for mauy years It 
is intended for sowing broadcast, covering and harrow- 
ing at the same time, for sowing In drills and also for 
planting in hills, and will accomplish either object as 
wellascourd possibly be done by hand. The grain is 
placed In cylinders, which are made to revolve with the 
motion of the who* Is of thecal*. As the holders rotate 
the grain passes out through the screens to the ground. 
The seed are evenly distributed and the macbiue may 
be regulated to sow any given amount to the acre with 
perfec t ucturai ). The grain is covered by the revolving 
narrow, which receiv siu motion from the cart wheels. 
This harrow revolves with great rapidity in the opposite 
direction from iu forward motion, thus harrowing 
up the ground instead of matting it dowu, and 
tearing to pieces any stubbie, aeds and mauuie, and 
leaving them behind Instead of drawing theni together 
iu bunches as with the com men harrow.
